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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


As this report. goes to press, the detailed audit of the accounts 
of the Town Treasurer is still in progress. We particularly call 
your attention to the report of the Auditor, which you will find 
preceding the reports of the School Deoarenen ts. in which he states 
that the balance of cash on hand February 1, 1937, is the amount 
due the town after all bills are paid, excepting $3,833.72, which 
is the amount of warrants outstanding after these bills are paid, 

We refer you, also, to the “Tax Dollar” found elsewhere in this 
report, which Ruane what becomes of your dollar as applied to 
appropriations. 

In spite of the fact that many obstacles have presented them- 
selves in an attempt to stop our progress, nevertheless, we have 
carried forward to successful completion many of the plans with 
which we started at the beginning of the year. We have provided 
the nucleus of a Fire Department and feel confident that as time 
goes on this will prove a source of pride and security. We feel 
that it merits your support. We have moved the tractor building 
onto our own land and built a shed to house and care for our road 
machinery. 

It is apparent, when considering the amount of uncollected 
taxes and tax liens, that a concerted effort should be made to pro- 
vide some opportunity for our people toward gainful employment. 
We believe that more attention should be applied to our summer 
visitors in order that Winterport can receive its share of this 
business. We should cater to the pleasure boats and yachts now on 
the river in an attempt to make Winterport their home port. Our 
location being what it is, offers splendid opportunity for a small 
manufacurer to locate here and thus provide a yearly payroll. 
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We have codperated with the W. P. A. in everything that 
offered a chance to provide an opportunity to work. As a result of 
this codperation, we have built an athletic field, more than two 
miles of improved gravel type roads and cared for our poor with-- 


out asking for any additional funds. 


In many ways, 1936 has been a successful year; we Presens for

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AUDITOR’S REPORT

To the Board of Selectmen, Winterport, Maine: 


Gentlemen :—In accordance with, your request, I have audited 
the accounts of the Selectmen of the Town of Winterport for the 
year ending January 31, 1937, and submit the following state- 
ments relative to the financial transactions and financial standing 
as of that date. ain Lucie Jietheaet 

As will be seen by the following comparative balance sheets. 
although the town voted at the annual town meeting on March 16, 
1936, in accordance with the recommendation of the Auditor to 
write off old assets representing uncollected taxes prior to 1930, 
amounting to $7,829.94, and the amount of $3,000.00 was bor- 
rowed from the Merchants National Bank for school heating 
plants, the net surplus of the town was reduced only $6,003.75 due 
to the fact that $2,000.00 was appropriated by the town to reduce 
the bonded indebtedness and that the Selectmen, through careful 
spending of the town funds and constant watching all balances of 
town accounts, turned in a net unexpended balance of all accounts 
for the year amounting to $2,826.19, which is the amount shown 
by the following summary of accounts. 

On June 27, 1936, the Board of Selectmen formally served 
notice on the Collector of Taxes for the years 1930 and 1931 to 
bring in the amount of $187.12 representing all outstanding 
taxes for the year 1930, and $768.61 representing all outstanding 
taxes for the year 1931, and settle with the town on or before 
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January 1, 1937. T’o date no final settlement has been’made by 
the Collector for those years. We believe that the voters of the 
town should take some steps at this time to instruct the Board of 
Selectmen as to what procedure they desire the Board to follow 
in regard to this matter. It 1s very poor policy to allow uncollected 
taxes to remain unsettled for so long a period. 

The accounts of the Selectmen have been recorded in an excep- 
tionally neat and accurate manner by E. O. Shaw, Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, and the results of the efforts of the Board 
of Selectmen in behalf of the town are clearly reflected in the fol- 
lowing statements which show that after all bills have been paid, 
with exception of the amount of $3,833.72 shown as outstanding 
warrants, there will be a cash balance of $520.40 due the town 
and a net surplus of $6,500.28 will exist.

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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Winterport: 


In accordance with my duty I herewith submit the annual re- 
port of the condition and progress of the schools and the financial 
standing of the various accounts for the fiscal year ending Febru- 
ary 1, 1937. 


Winterport has been especially fortunate in being able to retain 
so many teachers from year to year. Several changes, however, 
have occurred during the past year. It has been the aim and con- 
stant endeavor of the school officials to employ trained and experi- 
enced teachers, in order that the pupils may receive the best 
education that is within our means to provide. There is no over- 
supply of competent teachers at the present time and indications 
are that we are apt to be faced with a serious shortage in the near 
future. New teachers coming into the school system during the 
year are Mr. Into Suomi, Commercial Department; Miss Charlotte 
Thompson, Grade 5; Miss Clara Knowles, Grades 4 and 6, and 
Mr. John Carleton, Martin School. 


The work in the schools has been carried on in much the same 
manner as heretofore. The reading program has been continued 
and also especial emphasis is now being placed on the teaching 
of History, Geography and Civics. 

The attendance has been very good in most cases, although the 


average has been lowered somewhat by sickness and contagious 
diseases. We hope that all parents will cooperate with the school 
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officials by seeing that their children attend school regularly, for 
only by so doing can the best results be accomplished. The enroll- 
ment and average attendance in the various schools for the year 
ending in June, 1936, is shown by the following table:

The high school orchestra has been continued and made a part 
of the regular school curriculum. Mr. Carleton Young, the direc- 
tor, now holds a State certificate for the teaching of orchestra. 
Grateful acknowledgement is made to the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation for their assistance in assuming one-half of the cost of 
this program. 


The conveyance arrangements have proceeded very satisfac- 
torily during the year. It was found necessary at the beginning 
of the fall term to start a new route for the children of ‘Lyman 
Blake and others in the neighborhood. This has, of course, added 
somewhat to the conveyance costs. 


The major item of importance in the improvements of build- 
ings during the year has been the installation of steam heating 
systems in both the high and grade school buildings. The interior 
of the Martin School has been thoroughly cleaned and painted and 
presents a lighter and more attractive appearance. The insurance 
policies on the village buildings have been renewed on a three-year 
basis, thereby effecting a saving in premiums. The amount of 
insurance in force is very PS RE and should probably be 
increased during the coming year.

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The School Committee have made an estimate of the appro 
priations needed for the next fiscal year, and their recommenda: 
tions are attached to this report. The total amount of these recom- 
mendations is the same as was appropriated last year, although 
the distribution between the accounts has been changed. The com- 
mon school and high school accounts have been increased to pro- 
vide for the added conveyance and orchestra, while a correspond- 
ing decrease has been made in the repairs account.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Following is the report of the five-year high school for 1936-37: 


On the eighth of September, 105 pupils registered by classes as 
follows: Eighth year, 24; Freshmen, 18; Sophomores, 25; 
Juniors, 22; Seniors, 16. At present there are 105 pupils in 
regular attendance of whom 64 are girls and 41 are boys. Of the 
above number, over 60% are being transported to and from 
school by bus. 


The school day is now divided into seven periods during which 
time twenty-five regular classes are held. The last period of each day 
is set aside for teat activities, as well as to offer.an opportunity 
for teachers to give individual Anchen and help to pupils. This. 
plan has been of decided benefit to those pupils who are unable to 
remain for special help after school hours. bes 


The program of activities include dramatics,. ptiblic speaking. 
orchestra, and journalism. Each of these activities,:as a supple- 
ment to the academic subjects, has its part to lay itp the training 
of boys and girls to become useful and intelligent citizens. 
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The housing conditions were greatly improved by the installa- 
tion of a steam heating plant which has added to the comfort of 
the pupils and is much more conducive to proper habits of study 
than was the previous system. 

Six members of last year’s Senior class are now attending 
institutions of higher education. Four are at the University of 
Maine, one at Farmington Normal School and one at Eastern 
State Normal School. Recent reports indicate that all are doing a 
satisfactory grade of work. 

One of the Winterport High School graduates in the class of 
1935 has received high scholastic honors at Wentworth Institute 
this year by being placed on the Dean’s list at that institution. 

Although only a small percentage of our graduates attend insti- 
tutions ot higher education, it is gratifying to note that all who 
have done so in recent years have been successful scholastically. 

I hereby express my appreciation for the codperation accorded 
me by the members of the faculty, the School Board, the Super- 


intendent and the citizens of the Town of Winterport. It is 


through such cooperation that it is possible to carry out the school 
program with the best results to the children who are to become 
future citizens.

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AUDITORS’ REPORT 


Portland, Maine, May 28, 1937. 
To the Board of Selectmen, Town of Winterport, Maine: 


Gentlemen :—In accordance with your request, we have audited 
the accounts of L. A. Shaw, treasurer, for the period beginning 
February 1, 1934, and ending February 1, 19387. 


We found a shortage of $15,388.57. This consisted of amounts 
on warrants which showed payment by check but for which no 
check was written; also accounts marked paid for which the treas- 
urer wrote checks to his order; also amounts on warrants marked 
to L. H. Littlefield, tax collector, but for which he received no 
credit; tax len payment made to treasurer but for which no re- 
ceipt was turned in to town; also an amount of $324.61 which 
was due to the town at the beginning of the fiscal year. 


The shortage stated above was paid in the following manner: 
Cash, $11,275.81; note dated May 17, 1937, secured by signa- 
ture of Fred Shaw, with interest at 6 per cent, payable January 
15, 1938, at the office of the selectmen, in the amount of $1,200.00 ; 
written orders procured by the treasurer, amounting to $2,912.76, 
making a grand total of $15,388.57. 


During the course of the audit, it was necessary to check many 
accounts for the audit period, as such accounting was requested 
by the townspeople. We also encountered difficulty because of the 
fact that all orders issued during the year 1934 and for the most 
of the year 1935 were not on printed forms and for which no 
duplicate was made, therefore no office copy kept. 
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Many of the accounts on the warrants were marked “Littlefield.” 
This implied that the tax collector had taken credit for these 
amounts and that they were to be applied against the person’s tax. 
This necessitated checking of these accounts with L. H. Little- 
field to definitely ascertain whether or not he had received same. 


It will be noted by the accompanying report that we have 
checked the receipts and expenditures to April 25, 1937, at which 
point the balance as shown due the town of $111.25 was turned 
over to I’. C. Merry, the new duly-elected treasurer. 

We certify that the accompanying schedules are correct to the 
best of our knowledge and belief.

Many errors were found and a very con- 
fused manner of crediting tax accounts of people receiving credit 
for services rendered the town. During this audit we found the 
following amounts due the town from the tax collector:

In case any changes may be made in settling with the tax col- 
lector for the aforesaid mentioned differences, we are including 
in this report a complete detailed account of the 1935 and 1936 
years by which reference may be made to any person’s tax account. 


We would like to state that the methods of accounting used by 
the collector were very lax and in many cases unsatisfactory. In 
some cases it was quite difficult to determine just what had been 
done, as some records were unavailable. 


One practice that was plainly evident was that the collector 
collected money on tax liens. This practice is illegal, as the town 
treasurer is the only person with authority to make such collec- 
tions. The collector was credited with the tax liens at the time 
they were turned over to the treasurer. 


May we, at this time, thank your town officers for the many 
courtesies extended us during this audit.

. REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


L'o the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Winter- 
port: | | 


We hereby perform our pleasant duty of submitting to you our 
annual report as superintendent of schools of this town for the 
fiscal year ending February 1, 1938. 


As I came to this position last April, I found the work to be 
running smoothly. Your former superintendent, Kermit S. Nick- 
erson, had raised your schools to a high level of efficiency. His 
accounts were found in good order, as were all other office details, 
and it was not difficult to carry on the work. | 


It was called to your attention in last year’s report that a seri- 
ous shortage in teacher personnel is near at hand. School officials 
have found this to be true this last year. In September, 1937, 
many schools opened with supply teachers at the desk. Reasons 
for this shortage are in part due to the fact that many find busi- 
ness and industrial life offers them better remuneration. Also that 
teaching standards are constantly being raised, and school com- 
mittees are requiring periodic attendance upon summer school of 
all teachers. 


The attendance has been excellent. this year, due to cooperation 
on the part of parents and also to the absence of any epidemic in 
our schools. At the opening of the fall term, teachers were in- 
structed to guard against an epidemic of impetigo. This work 
was so well done that we suffered less than usual from this 
scourge. 
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Winterport was among one of the fortunate towns, by reason 
of your generous care of schools, to share in the equalization fund. 
By reason of this we were able to introduce many new textbooks, 
notably to continue the geography series in grades three and four, 
as well as to supplement those texts already in use. You will be 
interested to note that we shared in this fund because your school 
support merited these extra funds. We quote from a recent 
letter to us by Bertram E. Packard, Commissioner of Education, 
“The law spectfically provides that the equalization fund shall be 
expended for those purposes designated by the Commissioner of 
Education. No part of the equalization fund can be utilized for 
reducing appropriations at the annual meeting of the town. Towns 
at their annual meetings in 1938 should make appropriations on 
a level with those made at the annual meetings rn 1937, otherwise 
‘hey may forfeit any right to share in the distribution of equaliza- 
tion in December, 1938.” 


Although the Grade building is greatly overcrowded, yet it is a 
delightful building in which to carry on school work. The high 
‘school needs much in the way of repairs, the major item being that 
of more efficient lighting to supplement dayhght. by actual test 
with the sightmeter, pupils in the main room are, for the most 
part, only getting about one-fourth of the required light for study. 
Therefore, your committee has carefully considered the matter 
with the result that an article with regard to it will be found in the 


town warrant. The State has promised to pay half the expense up 
to $500.00. 


It was with a real feeling of regret that the committee found 
itself unable to continue music in the schools this year. We realized 
this to be a step not in the right direction. But, the Parent-Teach- 
ers’ Association found itself short of sufficient funds to sponsor 
both the hot lunch program and to assume half of the school music 
expense. This group felt the hot lunch program must be cared for 
and with the splendid backing of the American Legion Auxiliary 
and other organizations, this work was continued. However, we do 
miss the music. Therefore, the citizens of the town will be given 
opportunity to express their views by vote at the annual town 
meeting. 
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Your attention is called to a third item in the warrant, that 
with reference to an overdraft in school accounts of $348.80. This 
was brought about by conditions entirely outside the control of 
your committee for the most part, primarily the fact that the State 
school fund was nearly $200.00 less this year than last, another 
large factor being that of over $100.00 due on two tuition accounts 
which were considered as assets for the past school year. These 
two items alone practically caused the overdraft. 


To the teachers and other employees of the schools, I wish to 
take this opportunity to express my appreciation for their loyalty 
and devotion to duty during the past year. 


I wish also to express in this public manner my deep apprecia- 
tion to the members of the superintending school committee. They 
have been unfailing and loyal in counsel, cooperation and support. 
To the citizens through whose efforts this education is made pos- 
sible, and through whose steadfast, determined loyalty it is to be 
maintained, I express not only my own personal gratitude but 
also that of our scores of children in the public schools of Winter- 
port. a |

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Commitiee and 
Citizens of Winterport: 


I herein submit a report of the high school for the vear 1937- 
1938. 


School opened on September 7th with an enrollment of 101 
pupils. Since then eight pupils have enrolled and five have dropped 
out or transferred, making the present enrollment 104. These are 
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divided by classes as follows: Post-graduates, 3; Seniors, 17: 
Juniors, 21; Sophomores, 18; Freshmen, 22; Eighth Grade, 23. 


The daily schedule consists of seven 45-minute periods, during 
which 25 classes are held. A general activity period is omitted this 
year from our schedule because of the number of pupils taking the 
commercial course. This course is very popular with the student 
body. The large enrollment in the classes this year necessitated 
dividing two of the classes into two divisions. Thus, in reality, 
our commercial teacher is teaching nine classes in a seven-period 
day. This presents a problem for immediate consideration. An- 
other change in our schedule is the omission of a music period. 
Because ot the lack of funds to secure a leader, the school orchestra 
was dropped from our activity program. As music holds a very 
important place in the present-day curriculum, I hope that the 
school orchestra will not be permanently discontinued. | 


A new set of reference books, a new dictionary, and a number 
of new textbooks have been added to the teaching equipment and 
is greatly appreciated by both faculty and students. The library 
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is in need of supplementary books to be used in conjunction with 
the textbooks. This need has been partially met by a fairly ex- 
tensive range of periodicals. 


The housing conditions are very good, with the exception of 
lighting. This is inadequate even on a bright day. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my sincere thanks 
and appreciation to the superintendent, school committee, citizens, 
and faculty who have codperated with and assisted me during the 
school year. |

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WINTERPORT SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Lo the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Winterport: 


It again becomes our duty and privilege to submit to you our 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools for the fiscal year 
ending February 1, 1939. 

As schools opened in September there were a few changes in the 
teaching staff. Our teachers have done excellent work this past 
year, due in large part to a sense of loyalty and cooperation. A 
worker who visited each of our elementary schools said to your 
superintendent, “It is not necessary to give a reading demonstra- 
tion to your teachers for they are doing a fine piece of work.” This 
is indeed high praise. We believe much credit for this is due to 
the reading program sponsored in the system and that the super- 
intendent spent the summer in graduate study last year in doing 
work in the elementary field. The committee is also requiring 
regular summer school attendance of the teachers. During the last 
two years Miss Knowles, Miss Charlotte Thompson, Mrs. Smith, 
Mrs. Lord, Mrs. Walker, Mr. Hatfield and Mr. Carleton have 
attended summer school sessions. Thus over fifty per cent. have 
been in attendance within two years and more will attend this 
coming summer. In view of this there ought to be a salary 
increase for professional training. 

We must not fail to mention the addition of a supervisor of 
music to the teaching personnel. This was made possible by the 
appropriation at last town meeting, by the codperation of Frank-. 


42 


fort and Prospect, but largely because we shared in the Equaliza- 
tion Fund. In this way we met the purpose of that Fund, which is 
to give a more equal educational opportunity to all the children of 
the State. Since we share in this distribution only in proportion 
to what we raise at town meeting for schools, we must see to it that 
our appropriation for school purposes is not lowered. 

Mrs. Walker has achieved marvelous results in a brief space of 
time. In need of a place for band practice, we knew not what to 
do until Mr. Treat generously offered us the use of his hall. Since 
we were employing a full-time janitor and bus-driver, the trans- 
portation problem of students and instruments was easily cared for. 

The physical equipment of the schools has been greatly im- 
proved by the installation of the new lighting system in the high 
school. Our only fear was that running expenses might be too 
high for our budget. However, we realized that with every ad- 
vance and increased efficiency there is added cost. We are glad to 
report, however, that a careful and accurate survey of the cost 
since installation has been $ .0057, or slightly more than half a 
cent per day per pupil. Certainly that is a small price to pay for 
the relief from eye-strain and increased efficiency. 

True the high school building should be replaced, and as 
thoughtful citizens we must face the prospect. The need of a new 
building is becoming imperative. We cannot much longer evade 
the responsibility which other towns in the State are now meeting. 
Not only would a new building greatly increase the efficiency of 
the present set-up, but the crowded condition at the grade building 
could be eliminated by moving grade seven to the high school and 
having a six-year high school. Again provision could be made for 
the introduction of a course in Agriculture, which would, in large 
part, be financed by the Federal government. The Superintending 
School Committee recommends this procedure to every citizen. 

Plans have been made to install two new drinking fountains in 
the grade school building. One fountain has been supplying, or 
attempting to supply, the needs of over two hundred children, 
each one of whom must always have a drink of water before school 
begins. Thus we have been losing much time from the teachine 
_ periods of the day. The committee recommends that the grade 
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school building be painted this present summer. The repairs 
appropriation includes this job. It does not include an appropri- 
ation for gutters for that building. These should be put on at the 
earliest opportunity. 

For some time school officials have recognized that our convey- 
ance problem needed attention. This has been most satisfactorily 
solved by the purchase of the new school bus last year. It was also 
found advisable to combine the position of grade school janitor 
with that of the driver of the new bus. This plan has given excel- 
lent service. 

The teachers and other school employees have been most help- 
ful and have worked hard and conscientiously to carry out the 
school program. To them in this public report we express our 
gratitude. We must not fail to mention the promptness with 
which other town officials have made possible prompt and regular 
payments of school salary accounts. In those few cases of difficulty 
when we have found occasion to consult parents about studies or 
disciplinary problems, we have found them to be understanding 
and willing to work together with school officials. Only thus can 
we have good schools. 

The Superintendenting School Committee has been unfailing in 
its support and loyalty to every program. We work together as a 
unit. To the citizens, who make possible our educational system, 
the gratitude of future, well-informed citizens is hereby expressed.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintending School Board and Citizens of the Town of 
Winterport: 


In order to get results a school must have definite objectives. 
These objectives should be clear in the minds of teachers, pupils, 
and parents. The objectives of our school are the seven cardinal 
principles of education, which may be briefly condensed to four, 
which are: Health, Occupation, Social, and Leisure Time. These 
have been clearly explained in detail to teachers and students and 
set before the parents in a talk given by the principal at a Parent- 
Teachers’ meeting. Without explanation these objectives may 
sound very theoretical, but really are not as they simply include 
the entire phases of living, that is an education for life. We are 
still mindful of the three R’s and if a student is a poor writer, he 
or she is compelled to practice writing. 

The efficiency of the school has been greatly increased by the 
excellent lighting system, making the work of everyone much more 
pleasant and effective. The value of these lights is tremendous and 
improves greatly the entire atmosphere of the school. 

The outdoor activity program last fall, in which the students 
were organized in teams and played four excellent carry-over 
games, was very successful and received high commendation from 
Harry Edwards, State Supervisor of Physical Education. It was 
only through the kindness of Mr. Ralph Wharff in donating the 
use of his field that this program was made possible. I am sure 
that the parents and students are very grateful to him. 

Introduction of music in the schools here has great value and 
balances the curriculum, enabling students to know and appreciate 
good music, as well as to take part in instrumental and voice work. 
The band of twenty pieces is making excellent progress. 

One school play, “Skidding,” has been given and another, 
“Galahad Jones,” has been cast and will be presented in the near 
future. 

Since all the teachers had extra curricular work, it was not pos- 
sible to have a debating team represent the school this year. Much 
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work in debating has been given, however, in the English classes. 
Teams have been organized and have participated in actual de- 
bates, laying a foundation for school representation next year. 

Approximately eighty per cent. of the students in the high 
school are majoring in the business course. This is a good prac- 
tical course and should be of real value to them after graduation. 

We have had outside speakers talk to the student body. Mr. 
Hudson, principal of the Maine School of Commerce, was the most 
recent, speaking on opportunities in business and what employers 
expect of people they hire, also the work offered in business col- 
leges. We will have other speakers before the year is finished. 

In keeping with the modern trend, we are doing considerable 
work in the way of occupational information, that is, bringing 
before the students as much information as possible about various 
occupations in order that they may make a more intelligent choice, 
also helping them in finding their own abilities. 

The general tone and morale of the school is very good. The 
school is of course Class A Grade, and I believe compares very 
favorably with almost any secondary school of itg size. Courses in 
Domestic Science and Agriculture would strengthen our school 
considerably. 

I have found the town very friendly and the students most 
pleasant to work with; the faculty, Superintendent, and School 
Board have been very codperative and efficient.
